Later there came Into
the forves the Federation of Nebraska Retallers gnd
pow nll these and some Interested ones outside are
enlisted In the work of placing Nebraska bafore the
world s a producer of prapared goods us well as of
raw material,

And along with this work of promoilon and
publicity, these organizations have launched a cam-
palgn 40 eduecate the people of the state in the value
of these goofls and the advantage of their use, They
are trying to teach the people that the best goods
may be had al home and that while buying these
homemnde goods they get not only valuable goods,
but the money they pay for them which inciudes
cost of production, marketing and profit, stays at
home close again to-thelr hands.

With thess principles In mind, a show (o ex-
ploit the goods to the people thal they may know
what to buy to maintain these conditions. has been
prepared. It has been brought to Omaha and under
the auspices of the Nebraska Federation of Re-
tallers will be staged at the Auditorium March o
to 13. There, manufactured articles of every kind,
made in Nebraska, may be seen b) these poople
Thus the facts about Nebraska's manufacturing
{acilities will receive further publiclty and bring
conditions closer to that idesl which hse been

EBRASKA no louger s looked upon as

These varlous assoclations have come to realize
that they are the poténtial force behind the manu-~
facturing and Industrinl development of the state
and the duty of broadening and continuning the de-
velopment restg largely upon them.

The members realize that they can do most by
fudividunl effort and by co-operation towards pro-
moting the manufacture of the goods that Nebraska
needs nnd the home use of goods that Nebraska
makes. They have reached the stage of co-
operation where mutual sympathles lle between the
verious towns and clties of the stale, Al the
prezent timae If one town or ¢ity Is negotiating with
a new industry or with an established one located
elsewhere and fs unable to secure it, the town will
assist In locating the Industry in some other town
within the state, Such co-operation regult
of the recent formation of the Nebraska Manu-
facturers’ assoclation,

This association will further the work of bulld-
ing up industry by watching the new concerns and
try If possible to see that they fit the place made
for them, This will be done in order to get the
work of locating new industries In Nebraska down
to a sclence, so'to speak. It will be endeavored to
locate them po that time, effort and money will not
be wasted in locating lndustries that do not belong
in the state,

The
show undoubtedly will disclose the secret of the up-
bullding of many towns in the goods made In them
because those goods come from faclories properly
located. This exploitation also will be made In the
line of advertsing homemade goods o local
buyers. The show will be In the line of educating
the people in the use of homemade goods Thin
Idea  was born two years ago in the jodustrial
parade in Omaha given by the Omahas Manufac-
turers’ assoclation and again in the window dispiay
of 1812, People of the city and strangers on visits
here were amazed at the many things made in
Omaha and their acquaintances with these commeodl-
ties hns been a means of not & iHittle development
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in those lines which were displayed, Many com-
modities mede in Omaha were pot genarally known
before to the lnbabitants of the ecity, What the
window display week did for the manufacturers of
Omaha, the Made In Nebraska show at the Audi-
torfum Is expected to do for the manufacturers of
the state as well as the Omaha Industries included
in the exhiblits,

The coming show, which will be staged by the
Pederation of Nebraska Hetallers, has received the
full Indorsement of the Nebraska Manufacturers'
aasocintion, the Omaha Manufacturers' association
and the Commercial elub of Omaha. All the re-
tailers of the state are in support of it and thus ita
success especially from the standpoint of educating
homemade goods to the people of Nebraska ls as-
sured. The of ficers and directors of the Federation
of Nebraska Retallers are drawn from all parts of
Nebraska, and the show will also represent the
entire state, Such educational methods I8 expected
to help out the Nebraska manufacturer in his com-
patition with forelgn maoufacturers., By this co-
operation with the retaller at the show the methods
of getting his goods before the people of the state
will be mueh Improved. He can offer through the
retaller a higher quality of goods at a lower -price
while at the same time giving better serivee,

F. E. 8anborn, president of the Omaha Manu-
facturers’ assoclation, s now urging the Industries
of Nebraska to wake up to the needs of cheaper
power and some methods of obtalning it. He says
for many years the practicabllity of furnishing
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cheap power to the state through the mesus of
hydro-electric plants recelving thelr Initial power
from the "Loup and Platte rivers has been roe-
oguized, but the acrual demand for thal power In
paying amounts had to come first. He continuos
that with the development of Nebraska industries
that ‘demand has been established and the carrying
oul of the present plans to furnish this power will
no doubt be realized.

"The fyrnishiug of this choap power," says he,
“will be of great value In the developmeént of our
factories now establisbed and in the establishment
of new mills and factories where power is an im-
portant factor In the economy of production. It
will glve strength to our facilitien in the very place
where wo belleve they will be most benefited and
lelp in the economical utilization of the products
of Nebraska farme by Nebraska factories Inlo
finilshed products for Nebraskans'

While awalting the development of power (o
landle the raw materials and turn them out into
finished products the industries of the state are
golng swhead with the facilities which they have in
hand. Already the manufacturing industry has
been built up to a degree where the state could
bulld n wall aroundJts bordérs and the inbhabitants
live upon the
within it without any outside ald. Educational
work will be continued by the manufacturers until
the world knows of some of these facts at least.
Even the children of the state will be educated In
what the state can wfford them. Along this lipe
the Omaha manufacturers now are working.
